No m atter who gets the Democratic presi­ 
dential nomination, Harry Truman will dictate 
the strategy of his campaign. 
It will be the tried-and-true formula of spend 
and elect, mixed with the equally reliable form­ 
ula of undermining confidence in the private 
enterprise system which pays the bulk of the 
taxes for the spending. 
Whether or not Truman now is bidding for 
the presidential nomination himself or bidding 
for the right to run the campaign to suit him­ 
self, the result of his recent speechmaking 
will be the same. 
He is well advanced with a design to ring 
all the changes on the New Deal and the Fair 
Deal. This design already has carried him so 
far to the left of center in his political posi­ 
tion that he seems at times to be preaching 
socialism. Before he is through, he m ay quali­ 
fy the Democratic presidential candidate for 
the support of the same red fringe which Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt proudly wore when he was 
lambasting everything in America except the 
faction which 
spawned Alger Hiss and his 
friends. 
This is a coldly cynical approach to parti­ 
san politics. It calculates that there are enough 
malcontents to win an election with the help 
of captive Democrats held prisoner by party 
tradition.

THE LATEST scientific work on 
protein, however, is even more 
startling. There is a greater ener­ 
gy carryover when a complete pro­ 
tein food is included at each of 
the three daily meals. 
Research indicates that for best 
protein utilization, all the essen­ 
tial amino-acids which make up 
high quality protein should be sup­ 
plied to the body at the same time. 
This means that breakfast always 
should contain and egg, or milk 
or lean meat. 
Lunch should be built around a 
second egg, plus skim milk or but­ 
termilk, or cheese or meat. And 
dinner should furnish a serving of 
lean meat, fish or fowl. 
A pint of milk is needed daily 
to furnish adequate calcium for tis­ 
sue building and body regulating 
and to act as a buffer to the 
nervous system as well as to fur­ 
nish more protein. A glass of milk,1 
skim milk, or buttermilk can be 
used at lunch and dinner or it 
tan be taken as a mid-afternoon 
pick-up.

Immigrants 
Eyed To Meet 
Farm Demand 


. Agriculture Division 
Seeks 300,000 From 
Europe In 3 Years 


By OVID A. MAITIN 
WASHINGTON tfl — America's 
healthy appetite for meat, milk 
and poultry products will be only 
partly satisfied, the Agriculture 
Department says, if the nation 
doesn t get more farmers. 
Food demands are growing by 
leaps and bounds, but the number 
of workers on farms is going down 
The department is urging Con­ 
gress to allow 300 000 special im­ 
migrants — mostly experienced 
farm workers in Europe — to en­ 
ter during the next three years. 
The departm ent says livestock 
farming — particularly dairying— 
is having an especially difficult 
time getting capable and exper­ 
ienced workers to take over tasks 
being left by Americans going'into 
the armed services and into bet- 
te>-paving industrial jobs. 
Official surveys indicate West­ 
ern Germany, Italy, The Nether­ 
lands. Greece and several other 
European countries have many ex­ 
cellent. experienced farm workers 
who cannot find productive em­ 
ployment on the limited land re­ 
sources of their countries and who 
would like to come to this country. 
Despite rapid gains in the U. S. 
population in the past decade, the 
farm population has declined sub­ 
stantially. The latter is now about 
six million under 1940 and pros­ 
pects are for a continuing decline 
with the high levels of economic 
activity that seem likely for the 
years immediately ahead. 
Secretary of Agriculture Bran- 
nan says the U. S. needs the Eu­ 
ropean farmers and could use them 1 
without adverse effect on employ­ 
ment conditions in this country. He 
says that, contrary to claims of 
some opponents of larger immi­ 
gration quotas, he doesn t believe 
these would result in lower wages 
or in displacement of Americans. 
“ lf proper care is exercised in 
the selection and placement of 
those to be admitted, there is rea­ 
son to believe.” he says, “that an

Moon Has A T um id. 
Astronomer Reports 
NEW YORK IP—There seems to 
be a tunnel on the moon. 
This tunnel has glassy walls, 
and is several miles long. It would 
make a fine shelter for rocket- 
explorers of the moon. 
The evidence for the tunnel dis­ 
covery is reported today by H. H. 
Nininger, director of the American 
Meteorite Museum. Winslow. Ariz.. 
in Sky and Telescope, a leading 
journal on astronomy. 
The tunnel was made, not by 
moon-men. but a meteor or shoot­ 
ing star, Nininger suggests 
The meteor traveling 20 to 30 
miles a second came sweeping low 
across the moon’s face, and bored 
d e a r through a mountainous ridge 
several thousand feet high. 
It left craters on each side and 
presumably a wide, glassy-walled 
corridor through the ridge, con­ 
necting the two craters. The glaze 
came from thick moon dust or 
rubble that was melted and cooled 
to form a glazed cylinder by the 
passage of the meteor.
